He 
feels that the doctors themselves have worked 
out plans to train more doctors. The second 
is more hospitals and clinics. He feels that 
financing for these has been worked out, The 
third point is one that has baffled the Com 
mission and has baffled most everybody 
how to provide group insurance for rural peo 
ple. The Farmers Federation has worked out 
arrangements with the Hospital Care Asso 
ciation to offer group insurance to the rural 
people of our Western North Carolina coun- 
ties. This has been made possible by a grant 
from the Commonwealth Foundation. 


Wayne Corpening, who headed up the suc 
cessful group enrollment in Haywood County, 
the only county which has this enrollment, 
spoke forcefully at our kick-off dinner and 
gave his full support to this plan.

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*EBRUARY is usually a wel- 

come month to gardeners after 
a long and often bleak January. 
Although winter is still with us, 
there is a beginning of renewed 
activity and a feeling of anticipa- 
tion, for we know that spring is 
not too far away. 

Wise gardeners are beginning 
to think of the coming planting 
season, and are making plans for 
it by studying up on their fa- 
vorite plants by reading the cata- 
logues, magazines and garden 
books. Seed and plant orders are 
checked and sent as soon as pos- 
sible. In making our selections of 
seeds and plants, we would surely 
want to include some of the new 
things that always intrigue us. In 
the All-America selections this 
year, there are only two flowers 
receiving awards, although the 
new plants for the New Year are 
legion. They are “Royal Carpet 
Alyssum,”’ a compact border plant 
with royal purple flowers, which 
received the Silver Award, and 
the “Comanche Petunia,” rich 
scarlet, and a striking improve- 
ment on Firechief, which was 
awarded the Bronze Medal. 

But the All-America selections 
aren't the only 1953 introduc- 
tions. In the January issue of 
Flower Grower, there are pic- 
tured and described some 65 new 
annuals, perennials, shrubs, trees, 
bulbs and vegetables, all of 
which are worthy of trial.

One gardener 
says: “A mass planting of it as 
it unfurls its gorgeous scarlet, 
crimson, variegated yellow and 
green foliage in the summer sun, 
is a dazzling sight. It is an ideal 
plant for new home owners—es- 
pecially the ranch type house. The 
bold shape and striking color of 
the amaranthus suits such houses 
to perfection.” 


Then, try a half dozen herbs 
this year, such as: Rosemary, 
Lemon Basil, Dill, Marjoram, 
Sweet Basil and Sunny Savory, 
which may be used as seasoning 
for salads, soups, etc., and, inci- 
dentally, you can discourage the 
Japanese beetles from coming 
your way, especially if they are 
planted as a border around your 
rose bed. One gardener who tried 
it last year claimed that it work 
ed 

On the sunny days this month 
that entice you outdoors, take 
your pruning shears with you and 
start with the fruit trees and such 
flowering shrubs that bloom on 
new wood, such as Philadelphus 
or Mock Orange, hardy hydran- 
geas, Vitex and Altheas. 

While outdoors, get the cold 
frame and seed flats in order for 
seed sowing in March. A few of 
the slower growing plants like 
Petunias, Snapdragons and Ver- 
henas may be started indoors the 
last of this month. 

If you are going to plant sweet- 
peas, they should be planted this 
month. Have you tried the new 
Multiflora types? 

Another outdoor job is apply- 
ing a dormant spray to any trees 
or shrubs that are infected with 
scale. Use an oil-emulsion spray 
mixed to dormant strength and 
apply when temperature is 40 de- 
grees or above. 

When you come indoors, check 
again on your stored bulbs: Glads, 
Dahlias and Tuberous Begonias to 
make sure they aren't drying out 
or suffering from thrips or rot.
